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Decision on Petition 



This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed July 6, 2005, to revive the above- 
identified application. 

The petition is DISMISSED. 

Any request for reconsideration must be submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS from the mail 
date of this decision. No further petition fee is required for the request. Extensions of time under 
37 CFR 1 .136(a) are permitted. The reconsideration request should include a cover letter entitled 
"Renewed Petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 37(b)." 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to submit the issue fee and 
publication fee in a timely manner in reply to the Notice of Allowance mailed March 18, 2005, 
which set a statutory period for reply of three (3) months. Accordingly, the above-identified 
application became abandoned as of midnight on June 18, 2005. 

Although the facsimile transmission sheet states 4 pages were transmitted, the file only contains 
3 pages - 1 page facsimile transmittal sheet, first page of petition, 1 page issue fee transmittal 
form. 

It appears that page 2 of the petition has been misplaced. As a result, the petition is unsigned and 
does not include a statement that the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for 
the reply until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 37(b) was unintentional. 

The Office requests petitioner resubmit a copy of page 2 along with a statement that page 2 was 
in fact filed with the papers on July 6, 2005. See 37 CFR 1 .8(b). 

The petition states that the application became abandoned on June 21 , 2005. However, since a 
timely reply was not filed, abandonment occurred as of midnight on June 18, 2005. Any future 
statement that the entire delay was unintentional from the due date for the reply until the filing of 
the instant petition is being construed to include the time period between June 18, 2005, and July 
14,2005.
